2. The explosives mentioned in paragraph 1 shall be imported subject to the following conditions, namely:— 


(1) necessary clearances are obtained from the Director General of Civil Aviation and the International Airports 
AuUiority of India and conditions, if any, imposed by these two authorities shall be strictly complied with; 

(2) Hie explosives conforming only to Division 1.4 of the classification given in Section 3 of the International Air 
Transport Association Dangerous Goods Regulations, 1996 shall be imported; 

(3) the relevant provisions relating to the possession, transport, use and import of explosives, as contained in the 
said rules, except sub-rule (2) of rale 31, shall be strictly complied with; 

(4) adequate number of explosives vans, licensed under the said rules, shall be kept ready at the airport so that the 
explosives may bo removed expeditiously from the aircraft after its landing; 

(5) the aircraft shall be parked at a remote place at the aiiport and an area of at least five hundred square metros 
around Hie aircraft and explosives van shall be cordoned off by providing adequate number of security guards 
in consulation with Hie Director General of Civil Aviation before the transfff of explosives from aircraft to van 
is started. The arrangement shall continue till such transfer is completed and ftp ygn, dqly locked, leaves the 
site; 

(6) no smoking or use of naked light shall be permitted within the cordoned area; and 

(7) Hie vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to the storage magazine* licensed under the said rales and no 
undue delay shall be made on the way and dll provisions of the said rules and local traffic rules and municipal 
regulations shallbe complied with during the transportation of dtp explosives.
